IS THE SENATE. 
Washington, ^December isth.—The Senate, 
immediately after reading the journal, pro­ 
ceeded to executive business on motion of Hale. 
The secret session lasted but a few moments, 
and the Senate proceeded to the consideration 
of the morning business. 
Senator Sherman reported from the Finance 
Committee this morning the financial bill agreed 
upon by the Republican caucus last night, and 
it was recommitted to the Finance Committee. 
The only change of consequence made was to 
limit to "banks having a capital of $50,000 each 
an operating provision reducing to $1,000 the 
compulsory requirement of deposit ot bonds 
with the Treasury. 
In additi n to this feature of the bill hereto­ 
fore described, the measure contains a require­ 
ment that the Secretary of the Treasury issue 
Traasury notes to the amount of Si0,000,0u0, 
based upon abraded and otherwise uncurrent 
subsidiary silver coins now in the Treasury. 
Also, Senator Allison's proposition for Inter­ 
national arrangement to secure uniformity in 
ratio in sliver coinage, with a provision lor the 
appointment of three Commissioners to repre­ 
sent the United Slates, and an appropriation for 
their salaries and expenses. 
Sherman also reported a bill providing against 
the contraction of currency. Ordered printed 
and recommitted. 
The elections bill was then taken up, and 
Coke addressed the Senate in opposition to it. 
Coke said he proposed to have a full and free 
discussion of the bill, to the end that the Amer 
ican people shall be informed of the startling 
and radical departure proposed to be inaugu­ 
rated in the character of the Government. If 
the dietates of the poliical faction that hap­ 
pened to hold possession of all the departments 
of the Government were to be registered in the 
statute books without debate, without discus­ 
sion, without examination; if the rules and 
usages and methods of procedure that had for a 
hundred years obtained in the Senate were to 
be overthrown and neither House of Congress 
to be any longer a deliberative body, it was at 
leas! proper that the fact be proclaimed, so that 
the people might pass judgment on the political 
party responsible for it. 
Cnllotn addressed the Senate. He accepted 
the kill as the best that could be framed to meet 
the evils complained of, with the understand­ 
ing that he should favor amendments that 
would meet his approbation. A duty was im­ 
posed upon the Government by the Constitu­ 
tion, ana also by the results of the war, to pro­ 
tect the negro of the South in his right to cast a 
free ballot and have a fair count. He would be 
pleased, if possible, to trust entirely to the 
states themselves to do justice at the elections, 
but he felt impelled by a sense of duty to give 
his vete for the bill, and would do so in an effort 
to put a stop to lawlessne-s in the Southern 
State». He knew full well the passage of the 
bill weuld give to the lawless element at the 
South an excuse for mob violence and rebellion 
against national authority, bat he was sure that 
seeh results (hinted at, rather than courageously 
expressed.) would not prevent the bill being en­ 
acted and approved. 
Bate took the floor. He opposed the bill be- 
eauve he believed it a strike at the freedom of 
the ballot and tended to breed disturbance and 
de: troy the peace and quiet of society. He be­ 
lieved it to be the most prominent of many 
finger-boards on the political highway that 
pointed to an empire. Such Ugislation in a 
republican government was at all times dan­ 
gerous and vicious, and was especially so at the 
present time. 
The election bill was then informally laid 
aside. 
The House amendments to the Senate bill for 
a bridge across the Willamette river in Oregon, 
was concurred in. 
Adjeumed. 
IN THE HOVSE. 
Washinoton, December isth.—In the House 
morning hour, the pending measure, the Senate 
bill amending the Interstate Commerce Act, by 
providing for taking depositions by Notaries 
rabil», was passed. 
Baker of New Y’ork called.up and the House 
passed the Senate bi 1 authorizing the town of 
Albany, Or., to construct a bridge across the 
Willamette river. 
Farquhar, Chairman of the Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries, moved that the 
Home go Into Committee xrb the Whole lor con­ 
sideration of the Senate bill, with the House 
substitute therefor. 
Springer and Fithian positively denied that 
the committee had authorized the motion, and 
the Speaker decided that farquhar had not suf­ 
ficient authority for it He recognized Farqn- 
har, however, to make a motion that the House 
go into Committee of the Whole on the state of 
the Union. This was agreed to, and Burrows 
took the chair. 
Farqnhar then moved that the House pro­ 
ceed to the consideration of the Senate bill to 
place the American merchant marine on an 
equality with that of other nations. 
Springer made a point of order that the mo­ 
tion was not in order, but the Chairman ruled it 
was, and Springer's appeal was voted down. 
Farquhar's motion was agreed to. In sup­ 
porting the ship; ing hill, he expressed regret 
that any member jshould refer to it as a “job” 
(this referring to a remark by Blouat). No cor­ 
poration or organization got one dollar out of 
the measure to which it was not fairly entitled. 
Outhwaite asked how much the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company would receive the first 
year after the pa’sage of the bill. 
Farquhar referred him to the testimony taken 
by the committee. 
Outhwaite further asked whether the gentle­ 
man could account for the rise in value of Pa­ 
cific Mail stock yesterday, it being understood 
that this bill would be called up to-day. 
Farquhar—“Not being interested in the Pa­ 
cific Mail (as some Ohio men are), I do not know 
anything about it.” 
Farquhar advocated the bill at length, and 


day adopted a resolution directing that the 
House bill, asking to set aside House oills, be re­ 
ported from the committees. A verbal report 
was ordered on the Senate measure to require 
that a duplicate of everfthmg against the Gov­ 
ernment by bond aided railroads shall be filed 
with the Commi-sioner. 
The Marion, now fitting out at Mare Island, 
will be assigned to the China station. Com­ 
mander John R. Bartlett has been ordered to 
hold himscl! in readiness to command her and 
wi 1 leave for San Francisco shortly after Janu­ 
ary 1st. 
The Secretary of War has ordered a Board of

Senator Hearst yesterday received resolutions 
from the San Francisco Board of Trade request­ 
ing him to use all his efforts to secure the pas­ 
sage oi an Act authorizing a survey for a trans­ 
pacific submarine cable. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has notified the 
Collector of Customs of Port Townsend, Wash., 
that all opium imported into the United states 
be stamped, to show that it has paid duty.

W a sh ing to n, December ISth.—In the case of 
Frank Sebrey, against J. E. Mangastine. Ra- 
mindo Cactano and the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, in the San Francisco Land District, 
on appeal by the railroad company, the Secre­ 
tary decides that the land was excepted itom 
the operation of the grant to the railroad com­ 
pany, and affirms the decision of the General 
Land Office to that effect.

The Secretary of the Interior decided the case 
of William Ramage against the Central Pacific 
Railroad, dismissing Kamage's appeal from the 
decision of the General Land Office, rejecting 
his application for a homestead entry in the 
San Francisco Laud District. 
In the case of Robert Ferrall against Freder­ 
ick Luide the Secretary affirms the decision of 
the General Land Office, canceling the home­ 
stead entry of Frederick Luide in tae Los An­ 
geles Land District. 
In the case of Joseph Clark against Francis V. 
Miller, the decision ol the General Land Office 
affirms the rejecting of theapplicationeol Clark 
for a homestead entry in the Sacramento Land 
District.

SUBSIDY BILL. 
It Will Be Yery Beneficial to the Pacific 
Coast. 
W a sh ing to n, December ISth.—Friday is pri­ 
vate bill day in the House, but it Is probable 
that it will not be observed as such, and that 
consideration oi the subsidy bill will be re­ 
sumed.

undreds of little isles in the Pacific.” 
The New Gun Foundry. 
W a sh in g to n, December ISth.—In some quar­ 
ters there .s evinced a disposition to blame Sec­ 
retare Proctor for not submitting a report on 
the flenicii gun foundiy a few days earlier, so 
as to get an appropriation for commencing the 
work incorporated in the fortification appro­ 
priation bill, which passed the House only a 
ew days ago. It is feared that Benicia may 
have to rely on a Democratic House for the ap­ 
propriation.McKenna Applauded. 
W a sh ing to n, Tecember ISth.—McKenna's 
speech yesterday on the apportionment bill was 
one of the best efforts ot the day.

A Party of W hite Men Beeieg d by 
Hostile*. 
Penveb, December l?th.—A special from 
Cheyenue river, via Rapid City at 3:30 this 
morning, says a courier is just in and has 
aroused the camp. He states that a party of 
fifteen men were besieged fifty miles irom here 
on Spring creek, at Daly's ranch. The Indians 
have made three attempts to fire the ranch and 
one was nearly succes-.ful. One of the occu­ 
pants is Hon. M. M. Dav, aid de-camp to the 
Governor of the State. The courier who brings 
tne news had to make a break through the In­ 
dians, firing both pistols right and left. One of 
the bullrts from the Indians penetrated his 
overcoat. He rede by a ci cuitous route to 
camp. General tarr sent Major Tupper with 
100 men to the rescue. 
EXCHANGING SHOTS. 
DENven, December ISth.—A special from the 
Sixth Cavalry, on the Cheyenne river,via Rapid 
City, says: Major Perry’s command joined this 
command early this morning. Scout Gus 
Craven reported that near Smithville a large 
number ot Indians were teen on a small creek 
in the brakes. A number of shots were ex­ 
changed. While some of the Government 
wagons were crossing Spring creek they and 
their escort were attacked by forty Indians and 
over 100 shots exchanged. One soldier was 
wounded and another was shot through his 
hat. A troop of Captain Well's cavalry came to 
the rescue and the Indians ran away. 
Craven reports having teen sixty three tepees 
which contained 100 Indians, camped near the 
mouth of Spring Creek early this morning. 
Troops were sent out, but the hostiles again re­ 
turned to the Bad Lauds. General Carr sent 
armed parties to guard the ranch where an In­ 
dian was killed yesterday. He was a nephew 
ol Kicking Bear. Y’es’.erday General Carr Ecnt 
a iroop of cavalry up into the Bad Lands to 
watch any movement of the hostiles. Signal 
stations have been established by the troops and 
our camp by three relays. Should the troops be 
attacked they were to be reinforced from here. 
They reported about seventy tepees in the In­ 
dian stronghold and totally Inaccessible. The 
only known outlet for these Indians is the trail 
which goes up Cottonwood aeross the road from 
Rapid Creek to Wounded Knee. This pass will 
be closed to morrow by a large body of the 
Sixth Infantry. 
SITTING BULL'S FOLLOWERS. 
P ie r r e (S. B.), December 18th.—An Indian 
scout has arrived at Fort Bennett, bringing 
word that Sitting Bull’s followers, who escaped 
when iheir chief was killed, had camped the 
night before at Turner creek, being on their 
way to the Bad Lands. Colonel Merriam’s 
command of the Seventh Regiment has started 
to intercept the hostiles. 
Stcckmen in to day say that Sitting Bull’s 
men, with stragglers picked up, amounting 
in all to about 300 warriors, were seen to-day 
going south under the leadership of old Sain- iu- 
the-Faee. No doubt they were bound for the 
Bad Lanss. 
SETTLERS ALARMED. 
A u stin (Tex.), December 18th.—The Governor 
has information from the border that the 
Kiowas and Comanches are engaged in the 
“smoke” dance, and the settlers are becoming 
alarmed. 1 he Governor has ordered arms and 
ammunition sent to the ssttters in Greer county.

They were killed bv a snow.-lide in­ 
stead of an explosion of thaler, as at first sup­ 
posed. Weaver was founáWMive buried uuder 
the broken timbéis and dclBfs of the cabin to 
which they lived. Both legs and one arm were 
crushed by the timbers ana wete frozen. He 
was sensible when fonnd and said he thought 
he had been so confined for five days >ince the 
slide occurred. During that time he had gotten 
hold of a hand-saw, and while trying to Irce 
himself of the fallen timbers had nearly sawed 
a frozen arm from his body without feelir-g it. 
When he was released the rescue party s'aried 
with him to towu, but he died before ihey had 
reached the loot of the mouutaiu. 
The statement that Robinson was found on 
the dump ol the mine was a mUtake. His 
mangled body was found about 1.500-feet down 
the mountain side, below the iMhin, where it 
had been carried by an avalanche oi snow 
and reeks.

PAID THE PENALTY. 


Kean & Co. Unable to Meet the Demands 
of Depositors. 
Chicago, December ISth.—A number of Chi­ 
cago bankers had a meeting last night after 8. 
A. Kean it Co. had decided to close their doors, 
and disguised the local financial situation. No 
alarm was felt as the banks had been getting 
ready for any danger of this kind, and public 
confidence was being restored in the financial 
institutions of the country. A temporary flurry, 
it was thought, might be created in local specu­ 
lative elides, but no serious results would fol­ 
low. Gentlemen present spoke confidently of 
Chicago's banks pulling through without em­ 
barrassment. S. A Kean, doing banking busi­ 
ness under the name of S. A. Kean & Co , as­ 
signed this morning, as was arranged for last 
night. 
Fennel!, attorney for the banker, says the 
failure 16 the result of a steady drain on the 
finances of the Institution for the past two 
weeks. Reports detrimental to the bank were 
circulated, resulting in the withdrawal of over 
$200,000 within that time. While there weie 
plenty of securities in the bank they were not 
marketable under the present monetary condi­ 
tions without sacrificing them. The attorney 
says the assets are ample to pay the liabilities 
iu full. It is expected a statement of the assets 
and liabilities will be made to morrow. 
It is learned (he deposits amount to $150,000. 
Most of the depositors are well-to-do people, 
who will not suffer severely through their 
fosses. Very few poor people did business with 
the bank. This aitemoon warrants were taken 
out for the arrest of Mr. Kean and his cashier, 
George B. AVame, for receiving mcuey when the 
bank was known to be insolvent. Arrangements 
are being made to reorganize the concern as a 
National bank. 
An investigation of the affairs of the institu­ 
tion was began before Judge Scales this after­ 
noon. According to replies made by Assignee 
Jacubs, the assets, exclusive ot Keau’s personal 
estate, would aggregate, approximately, 81,­ 
353,090, and the liabilities 31,4,0,0CO. The assets 
consist of land scrip of various municipal aud 
other bonds, cash on hand of $57,000, etc. Of 
the liabilities, $500,000 are due depositors and 
$;o),000 due banks on bonds deposittd for loans 
Assignee Jacobs is a close frien t of Kean’s. 
He said last Saturday that Kean came to him 
and told him that the deposits were going very 
fast, and he said he would like to have some 
gentlemen look into the affairs of the bank and 
tell him what to do. Over $250,001 has been 
drawn out within ten days. 
Kean said some one had circulated reports 
that the bank was unsound, and a rush to 
withdraw deposits followed. 
A meeting of the bankers was held yesterday 
afternoon and they decided to loan Kean $70.- 
0C0, if he could get {30,000 more. They wanted 
a guarantee for the $30,000, however Kean 
and Jacobs secured a promise of aid from Fow­ 
ler, the packer, and William Deering, the har­ 
vester manufacturer, but could get no one else. 
Then they were informed that an attachment 
had been filed against the bank by one of the 
creditors and they decided to assign 
Warrants for the arrest of Kean and his 
cashier were served this afternoon. Both were 
soon released on bail. 
Considerable interest was aroused by a report 
that the Building Committee of the National 
Women s Christian Temperance Union had 
been a depositor at the bauk.

A sh e v il l e (N. D.), December ISth.—The In­ 
terstate Immigration Convention began busi­ 
ness this morning. Two resolutions were inlro 
duced, deprecating sectional animosity and 
protesting against the passage of the elections 
bill. Both were referred. 
A resolution was introduced by Boone of 
North Carolina, saying that the war is all over 
and extending to their brethem in the North and 
AVest an Invitation to come and make the r 
homes and aid the Southerners in developing 
this riihcst country in national resources, 
climate and location of any section on the face 
of the earth. 
The resolutions end with a call for naif _ 
million sons of toil and half a million manu­ 
facturers of the North and West to make their 
homes with us and join iu the development of 
this land. Referred. 
The Committee on Railroad Matters made _ 
report favoring “homeseekers” and land excur 
sion tickets to promote and encourage immigra­ 
tion, and asking that a committee be appointed 
to apply to the several railroad associations for 
practice of scalping or brokerage make* these 
ticket* hazardous to the revenue of the 
railroad* ia many instances, the commit­ 
tee re ommends that the Convention me 
morlallze Congress to prohibit scalping, or 
ticket brokerage, by an amendment to the 
interstate commerce law; it also recommends 
that each State delegation bring the matter 
strongly to the attention of their Congressmen 
and Legislatures. This resolution was adopted. 
General Manager Chilton, of the 8outhern In­ 
terstate Association, In his annnal report, re­ 
ferred to the good work accomplished by the 
Florida bureau in sending exhibits to the North. 
A great deal had been done in the advertising 
line, and Southern products had been displayed 
In several Northern States and Canada. 
If the means will justify, the Association pro­ 
poses to engtge speakers to address meetings in 
the North, East and West, and contend against 
the prejudice towards the South, it is also pro­ 
posed to use a stereopticon, showing view* of 
Interest in the South, etc., and representatives 
will start out within ninety days. If the Con­ 
vention indorses the plan and the scope of work 
mapped out, the Association will become the 
most powerful body of men ever banded to­ 
gether for the upbuilding of any country, and 
the success that "ill speedily come to the South 
will be a marvel to the whole world. 
A vote of thanks was tendered Chilton and 
he was re-elected General Manager of the 
bnrecu. 


Two M urderers Hanged at the Ohio 
Fenitentiary, 
Colum bus (Ohio), December l8tb.—There was 
to have been a triple execution in the Ohio 
Penitentiary to-night, and Governor Campbell 
last evening gave a final decision as to why he 
would not interfere in the case. 
Smith was convicted of the murder of Stephen 
Skidmore in Pike county, and had been given 
four respites pending an investigation as to his 
guilt. Notwithstanding the decisioa of last 
night. Governor Campbell to-night gave audi­ 
ence to Bishop Watterson and attorney Boo h, 
and consented to grant another respite to March 
•20th.The other two men were executed—Elmer 
Sharkey, for the murder of his mother, a widow, 
near Kston, Preble county, on January 12,1889; 
and Henry Popp, for the murder ot Morris 
Grelher, a saloonkeeper at Canton. 
A M urderer Hauged 
W ellan d (Ontario). December 18th.-Arthur 
Hoyt Day, who murdered his wife by pushing 
her over the cliff at Niagara Falls, July last, 
was hanged at 3:01 o'clock this morning. The 
condemned man walked to the scaffold firmly 
and with a smile on his face. Day committed 
bigamy under the name of Arthur Hoyt, and 
his second wi'e, having discovered his real 
name, it became necessary for him to decide 
between the two women. He elected ;o live 
with his bigamous wife. Day took his first 
wile and his sister to Niagara Falls, but of the 
trio only his sister and he returned. About one 
week later the second wife pioteeded against 
him for bigamy and his arrest followed. When 
the trial commenced Day’s sister guided the de­ 
tectives to where the body of the first wife lay, 
at the base of a cliff 150 feet high. She testi­ 
fied to her brother’s pushing the woman over. 
His conviction followed. 
Coal Miners’ Strike. 
B irm ing h am (Als.), December isth.—The coal 
miners’ strike has assumed a serious turn and 
threatens to close every industry in the district 
The Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers has passed resolutions of sympathy, 
and pledge support to the strikers. They agree 
to reluse to work with coal mined by convict or 
scab miners if the strikers ask them to do so. 
Pat. McBride, ol the Executive Board of ihe 
United Mine Workers of America, says if he 
cannot settle it he wi.l call out all the iron and 
steel workers. This means the closing of all the 
rolling mills, foundries and machine 6hops, and 
3,000 more men will join the ranks of the 
strikers. Ihe strike already has seriously in­ 
jured business, There seems no prosp.ct for an 
early settlement. 
Remanded to Prison. 
P h ila d e lp h ia December 18th.—Work, Pfeiffer 
and Duncan were given a hearing to day on 
the charge of wrecking the Bank of America 
and the American Life Insurance Company, 
aud held in 820,000 each. Being unable to ob­ 
tain the amount thev were remanded to prison. 
Ex-Senator John J. MacFarlane, the fugitive 
figurehead of the combination that looted the 
American Life Insurance Company, the Bank 
of America and their alli d institutions, is liv- 
ii g at Rio Janeiro. Brazil, the honored guest of 
the United States Con ul. Officials and the 
Philadelphia Finance Committee are consider­ 
ing whether they can have him returned. 
California Fruits. 
N ew Y o r k, December 18th.—The Commercial 
Bulletin says: The troubles before noted with 
California raisins continue, with no signs of im­ 
provement. Prunes seem to be giving more or 
ass trouble one way or another, more partii u- 
larly from the cancellation of orders by retailers, 
consequent upon the inability of jobbers to 
make satisfactory deliveries, oxing to back­ 
ward arrivals on early contract purchases. 
Other dried iruits are simply full, if exception 
be made to some inquiry for peaches at very 
low prices, presumably on speculative account. 
Railroad Passenger Agents. 
N ew Y’o r k , December 18th.—A meeting of 
the Eastern passenger agents of the tranconti 
nental roads was held to-day to consider the 
matter of commissions on immigration busi­ 
ness. The agents all announced that they had 
no existing contracts for commissions, bis: us- 
sion on the question of abolishing the commis 
sions finally resulted in the appointment of a 
committee to draft a plan showing how the 
present enormous commissions paid to scalpers, 
immigrant agents aud boarding-house keepers 
could be stopped. 
Professor Snow’s Discovery. 
L a w r e n c e (Kan ), December ISth.—The dis­ 
covery by Professor Snow, Chancellor of the 
Kansas State University, of the existence of a 
disease fatal to the cinch bug, will doubtless 
afford the fanners a relief from the destruction 
of their crops by this pest. During the summer 
infected bugs were let loose in the bug-infested 
field. The disease spread so rapidly that the 
field was soon rid of the pests. Many farmers 
have made application to the professor for car­ 
casses of the bugs which have died. 


A Man Kills His Wife Because She Sued 
for a Divurce. 
Fresno, December ISth.—Another atrocious 
murder was committed here early this after­ 
noon, when Dr. J. O. Vincent shot and killed 
his wife. Owing to drink, Vincent has been 
going steadily down lor months, and hi vite, 
who was a model woman in every resprct, has 
worked industriously to support not only her­ 
self but her husband, and his ill treatment to­ 
ward her b. came at last so unbearable that she 
applied for a divorce. Vincent insisted lhat 
she withdraw the suit, but to no purpose.

EPIDEMIC 
OF HIGHWAY BOB­ 
BERY. 


The boldness of the footpads now infest' 
ing the towns and cities of the State calls 
for special vigilance on the part of the 
police and great watchfulness by citizens 
who have to traverse remote streets late at 
night. 
The exceeding number of highway 
robberies in the last few days proves that 
there is an idle and crim inal gang of men 
in the cities who are resolved to live at 
the expense of others, and to exact the 
means at the mouth of the pistol. 
There is no doubt whatever th at the 
low dives of the cities harbor these men, 
and that the closing of these places would 
deprive the criminal classes of resorts 
where they secure the liquors that inspire 
them with criminal courage. 
These ras­ 
cals rob upon the highway and burglarize 
houses to obtain money to spend in these 
vile resorts, and the keepers know of the 
source of the revenue. 
The shutting up 
of these ante-rooms to hell, at least early 
in the evening, is absolutely necessary 
There Is no reason why they should have 
existecne at all. 
They contribute nothiDg 
to the good of the communities and serve 
only as council chambers for the class that 
will cut a th ro aito turn a penny. 
I t ought to b tA fe for the citizen to 
walk the streets of any California town at 
any hour, but just now the fact is that it 
is not discreet to venture upon unfre­ 
quented streets after nightfall. 
Several 
bold robberies have occurred in this city 
early in the evening recently and upon 
streets fully lighted and in close proximity 
to the business centers. 
If no other means 
can be found to cow these vicious fellows 
and make them seek safety in flight to 
other fields, the citizens will be justified 
in organizing aid committees to the police 
force to hunt out all worthless fellows who 
have no visible means of support and who 
make their homes in the dives and thieves’ 
dens of the city and put them into the 
chain-gang to earn their bread. 
In San’[Francisco Wednesday night a 
citizen was waylaid on a public street and 
w ithin call of a police statioD, by one of 
these murderous rascals, and stabbed be­ 
cause he would not yield up his purse. 
The citizen had pluck to resist the robber 
and to’follow and fire upon him, wound­ 
ing and putting the would-be murderer to 
flight. 
If a lew of these highwaymen are 
killed every now and then by those they 
assail it wlil serve to put the entire gang 
into a state of fear. 
As a rule, the citizen 
who is “stood up,” as the term goes, yields 
too readily. 
Resistance will, nine times 
out of ten, result in the flight of the rob­ 
ber, and if a few are shot down as they 
flee from their attempts to levy tribute, 
there will be no mourning. 
Mob law and Vigilance Committees can­ 
not be advised. Our cities and towns must 
pursue lawful methods in enforcing order 
and protecting life and property, but the 
citizen assailed by the robber on the high 
way will have public approval who resorts 
to arms in self-defense. 
The uuusual 
high tide of robberies this winter certainly 
justifies the people who are compelled to 
walk in the streets by night in carrying 
arms. 
So long as the criminal classes pa­ 
rade th e highways, pushing pistol muzzles 
under the noses of citizens, and the police 
are unable to stop the proceeding, the 
people must defend themselves—the epi­ 
demic of robbery must be cut short. 
A 
first step should be to jail the vagrants 
and the vicious fellows who hang about 
dives, and the second to close up these 
haunts of vice. 
An essential factor in achieving the 
latter end, however, is to secure juries, the 
members of which will not cringe before 
the frown of the beetle-browed chiefs 
who run these crime shops; jurors who 
have the moral courge to declare the guilty 
guilty, and to refuse to refine distinctions 
down to acquittals on flimsy technicalities. 
The police is scarcely blameworthy for 
failing to regulate the dives, since it is 
very rare indeed that convictions of dive- 
keepers and inmates can be secured before 
juries picked up for service in the Police 
Courts. 
We need just now some panels of 
jurym en for service, who have some bowels 
of compassion for the citizen who is as­ 
sailed in peace, property and life, by the 
murderous gangs the dives vomit forth 
every night upon the streets. 


terests; for quasi-criminal procedure in 
the letting of contracts; for rewarding 
political servitors at the expense of the 
people; for creating costly Commissions; 
for the too frequent employment of law­ 
yers on slight pretenses of necessity; for 
the reckless granting of franchises; for 
the defiant and shameless waste of public 
funds, and the awarding of printing con­ 
tracts th at are frauds upon the people.

The Grand Jury, after all, 
kicks a dead dog—for a new Board will 
be installed in a couple of weeks, and, 
while it is also a political one, it may have 
the wisdom to take warning from the 
career of its predecessors and avoid some 
of the extravagances and quasi-erimes in 
which the outgoing Board has indulged. 


T h e San Francisco Chronicle announces 
its open hostility to a reform ballot sys­ 
tem, and that it is in favor of retention of 
our present methods. 
It enjoys the dis­ 
tinction of standing alone upon the ques­ 
tion.

A ctiv e O p e ra tio n s in H a rv e stin g th e C rop 
A b o n t T ru c k e e . 
Last Tuesday a Truckee Republican repre­ 
sentative visited Boca in search of ice news. 
From James McDonald, who acts in the 
capacity of general superintendent of the 
Sierra Lakes Ice Company and Boca Mill 
Company, two corporations representing a 
large capital, it was learned that a party of 
ICO men were at work getting things in 
eadiness to begin housing it on the follow­ 
ing day. 
The cut will be 28,000 tons at 
Boca. 
The open space between tbe build­ 
ings, and along the sidetrack, will be fihed 
for immediate shipment. 
The company 
have now 100 men at work, and they want 
eighty more, to complete the crew, at once. 
At the upper end of tbe lake, where they 
will do the first cutting, the ice is fourteen 
inches thick, and a splendid quality, while 
at the lower end it is about eight inches, 
but should the present favorable weather 
conlinue, it will reach 
a thickness of 
twelve or fourteen inches by tbe time they 
work up to it. 
The company has all the latest improved 
devices for caring for and cutting the ice, 
which, in a favorable season, enables them 
to put it up at a cost of 25 or 30 cents, but 
should they encounter Eevere storms tbe 
prices are greatly in advance of 
that 
amount, and which is likely to occur. 
Next summer the company will erect an 
ice bou3e 350x1,000 feel, and their entire 
works will be lighted by electricity, in 
order that they may work a night crew. 
The harvest will commence at Prosser

SOCIETY’S OUTCASTS. 


THE FLORENCE NIGHT MISSION’S EF­ 
FORTS TO SAVE THEM. 


G ratifying R esults of the Good W ork Id 
the E ast-G ood Field for Mis­ 
sionary W ork H ere. 


The Florence Night Mission, recently in­ 
augurated on Third street in this city by 
Mr. Charles N. Crittenton of New York, 
has commenced its good work under the 
most favorable auspices. The Mission is 
crowded nightly by ail classes of people, 
and maDy kind-hearted and Christian men 
and women, aided and encouraged by the 
clergymen of the city, are doing their 
utmost to make its work effective. 
Mr. Crittenton is to be congratulated on 
the excellent beginning that has been made 
in the commendable work inaugurated by 
him in this city. He was the founder of 
the Florence Night Missions in New York, 
New Brunswick, N. J., and San Jose, in' 
this State, which are doing much toward 
the redemp ion of tallen women and 
young girls just taking the first step that 
leads to misery. Borne such organization 
as this is needed to reach out a helping 
hand to the unfortunate outcasts of soci­ 
ety who have not the heart to face the 
scorn and sneers of those who can see no 
palliation for downfallen women. 
Every community has its quota of this 
class, and this city íb by no means an ex­ 
ception to the rule. There is plenty of 
missionary work to be done here in this 
direction, and the good people of the city 
should encourage those engaged in it if 
they do not themselves feei like taking an 
active part. There are hundreds, if not 
thousands, of fond fathers and motners 
here who would thank and bless any per­ 
son that would befriend their sons or 
daughters should they fall from grace in a 
Btrange land; aud these fathers and mothers 
Bhouid not forget the precepts of the 
Golden Hule. 
Mr. Critteuton is in constant rece;pt of 
reminders, from tboss who have neen 
rescued through the Florence Missions, of 
their appreciation of what these home3 
have done for them. Yesterday he received 
from one of the New Y’ork converts the 
following lines, signed “Miriam,” showing 
waat the hand of friendsnip and charity 
has done for an unfortunate girl: 
“ NOW I LAY MB DOWN TO SLEEP.” 
Golden heap so lowly bending, 
Little feet so white and bare; 
Dewy eyes half shut, hall opened. 
Lisping out her evening prayer. 
Well she knows when she is saying— 
“Now I iay me down to sleep”— 
' lis to God that she is praying. 
Pray ing Him her boul to keep. 
Half asleep and murmuring faintly, 
“II 1 should die before I wake”— 
Tiny fingers clasped so saintly— 
"I pray the Lord my soul to keep.” 
Oh, the rapture sweet, unbroken. 
Of the ton who wrote that prayer. 
Childrens’ myriad voices floating 
Up to Heaven record it there. 
Ii of all that has been written 
I could choose what might be mine, 
It should be that child’s petition 
Ri-ing to the Throne divine. 
New York, Christmas, 1S90. 
—“Miriam.'' 
The author of these lines, Mr. Crittenton 
Sates, was rescued from a life of shame in 
J887. Since then she has been married to 
ayouag man who was also saved through 
tae medium of the Mission, and they are 
now living happy and contented lives in 
tóeir own home. 
Such good work as this deserves the en­ 
couragement of those the thresholds of 
«hose homes have never been, and prob- 
aoly never will be, invaded by sin and 
misery. That modern evil, the “women’s 
aitrance” to the saloon, is paving the way 
f*r the downfall of many young girls who 
do not realizs their danger, and who, if left 
t* themselves, will not realize it until the 
habit of tippling becomes firmly fastened 
t*con them. If something be not done to 
cieck or tofcilly eradicate this growing evil, 
toe Florence Missions and the churches 
will some day find themselves confronted 
with a social problem cf such magnitude 
that they will be unable to cope with it. 
The time to meet such an enemy is fcefoie 
it becomes invincible, for the “heavy hand 
of the law” cannot always loe relied upon 
lor effective relief. Long inactiviiy is apt 
to cause partial paralysis of that member. 
It is gratifying to note the fact that there 
are to be found in the audience each night 
many of our best people. Some of the 
most prominent church people of the city 
sre faithful workers every night. In the 
fix nights that the Mission has been 
opened they have not failed to win con­ 
verts. Twenty-seven persons in all liRve 
been converted. Last night there were five 
conversions, some cf them persons who 
had lived very wicked lives. 
To-night will be the last night that Mr. 
Crittenton and Mr. Carpenter will address 
the Mission, as they go to Woodland to­ 
morrow to open meetings there. But the 
Mission meetings will continue to be held 
every night, led by the Superintendent, 
Mr. Marshall, assisted by the local minis­ 
ters and others. 
GLACEEN AND FISHER. 
Justice Device Declines to Hold Them 
for T rial for M urder. 
District Attorney Bruner concluded his 
argument for the prosecution yesterday 
morning in the examination case of John 
J. Glacken and Charles Fisher, charged 
with the murder of Antone Menke, Jr., in 
September last. The esse having been 
submitted. Justice Devine said : 
The Court and the counsel in this case arc to 
be congratulated on the fact that this long- 
drawn-out examination has come to an ending, 
it he counsel In this case have very closely con­ 
ducted this examination. The prosecution, par­ 
ticularly the Deputy District Attorney, A. J. 
Eiuner, who bad more particularly the charge 
of the case than his superior ollieer, is entitled, 
I think, to compliment from the Court fur the 
marked degree of ability and the earnestness 
with which he has conducted the prosecution of 
this case. The attorney for the defense con­ 
ducted the side of his clients also ably, as usual. 
At all times while I have acted in the exami­ 
nation of cases as a committing magistrate I 
have uniformly held to the view that it was un 
wise to withdraw from the province and con­ 
sideration of a jury a cose In which the com­ 
mitting magistrate was somewhat or in auy 
ways iu doubt as to what the verdict of the jury 
on the fac'.s might be la all eases where 1 en­ 
tertained that doubt I have uniformly held the 
defendant t® auswer. 
ihe code of this State holds that the commit­ 
ting magistrate must fiud from the testimony 
before him, however: First, that a crime has 
been committed; and, second, that there is suffi­ 
cient cause to believe that tie defendant com­ 
mitted that crime. 
Now, while, as I said before, I have always 
had a disinclination to withdraw from the jury 
the question of deciding whether or not under 
such and such a state of facts the de­ 
fendant might he guilty where I myself was In 
doubt, still at the same time I have always 
come to Ihe conclusion that it was the duty of 
the committing magistrate to discharge a de­ 
fendant provided he came to the conclusion 
from the testimony before him that a crime had 
not been committed, and that there was not 
sufficient cause to believe the defendant or the 
defendants guilty. I think whatever a magis­ 
trate considers his duty to be, he should dis­ 
charge it fearlessly, whether or not the opinion 
of the prosecution or the defense is against him. 
There has been a mass of testimony taken in 
this case. The examination commenced on the 
4th of December, nearly two weeks ago. It is 
sufficient for me to say that, without rehearsing 
the testimony iu ful), 1 have come to the con­ 
clusion that tho story detai'ed by the defend­ 
ants Giacken and Fisher, notwithstanding some 
contradictions aud variations in their narra­ 
tions, is substantially true, and that the de­ 
fendant Glaeken acted, so far as the Court can 
conscientiously and honestly find from the testi­ 
mony bitbre it. in seif-defcn c and that there is 
no testimony to inculpate defendant Fisher of 
the crime charged. And having come to that 
conclusion, the order will be that the defend' 
ants will be discharged. 
I will say in addition, in relation to a matter 
I intended to advert to. that I was very much 
please to find that the prosecution in the open­ 
ing argument admitted that the testimony oi 
the Chinese witnesses was unreliable. I came 
to the conclusion alter its submission to me. 
that the testimony was decidedly perjured, and 
1 have eliminated all that testimony from con­ 
sideration in coming to a conclusion in this 
case.Defendant Fisher was not in Court. De­ 
fendant Glacken was, howev r, and his 
friends present congratulated him on the 
result of the examination.

He walked into Sm ith’s 
dive on K street and stood for a moment 
watching Cummings and a partner playing 
hokey-pokey.

The latter saw 
that he (Cummings) had two aces, and 
that the other player only had one, and he 
reasoned that it would be almost impos­ 
sible for tbe latter to draw another “one 
spot.” He lent his money on condition 
that the winnings would be divided, aud 
was just going to reach for the stake when 
the silent partner turned up a big ace of 
spades. 
THEY MUST BUILD. 
The Snpprem e Court M akes a M anda­ 
tory O rder to School Trustees. 
A decision in the case of Jackson Eby 
(respondent) vs. The Board of School 
Trustees of Red Bank District, Tehama 
county, was filed yesterday in the Supreme 
Court Clerk’s office in this city. 
This was a proceeding for a writ of 
mandate to the Board of Trustees of the 
School District, commanding them to im ­ 
mediately proceed with the erection and 
construction of a school buildiüg upon a 
certain lot within said school district, of 
which the district is alleged to be the owner, 
and to complete the same within a reason­ 
able time.

G overnor W aterm an Com m utes the Sen­ 
tences of These Convicts—Also 
T hat of a Sonoma Robber. 


Governor Waterman granted three com­ 
mutations of sentences yesterday to con­ 
victs in the State Prison. 
The first was to James Kiley, alias “Fat* 
Jack,” whose sentence was commuted from 
fifty years to fifteen years. Kiley was con­ 
victed of rape in San Francisco in October, 
1883. The Governor says: 
“In granting this commutation, I do so 
as an incentive for good conduct and a rec­ 
ognition of the fact that the crime dots not 
blunt the sensibilities entirely, but leaves 
sufficient manhood in the breast of one 
that is undergoing punishment to prompt 
him to acts of courage and beneficial effect. 
At a moment of great danger to himself, 
he bravely stepped in between the Warden 
of the prison, John McComb, and the m ur­ 
derous weapon of a desperate convict, who 
was delermined to encompass the death of 
the Warden, if possible, and saved that 
officer’s life, at the imminent peril of his 
own. Since that time he has remained in 
confinement undergoing his sentence, but 
it aiways seemed to me that some return 
should be made him for his action as above 
set forth, and therefore it is that I grant 
him this commutation; aud for the addi­ 
tional reason that his former employer-', 
who are known as among the very bsst ot 
the business men in the State, will again 
receive him and give him steady* employ­ 
ment.” HAS INFLUENTIAL FRIENDS. 
Charles H. Josselyn, convicted in Octo­ 
ber, 1883, of rape in San Franci-co, and 
sentenced to forty years’ imprisonment, 
had his sentence commuted to twelve 
years. The Governor explains his action 
thus: m 
_ “I have carefully examined the papers 
in this case, and from what is therein 
stated and set forth, there is more than a 
reasonable doubt as to Joselyn’s complicity 
in the act for which he is being punished. 
He is a young man; has served over seven 
years of imprisonment; has been an ex­ 
cellent and useful prisoner, and has influ 
ential friends among Gur best citizens, who 
stand ready to take him by the hand as he 
leaves bis place of confinement, and assist 
him to become a useful member of society.” 
A SONOMA ROBBER. 
The sentence of Floyd B. Courtright, 
alias Charles Cole, who was convicted of 
robbery in Sonoma county in August, 1886, 
and sentenced to ten years imprisonment, 
was commuted to seven years, for the fol­ 
lowing reasons: 
“Cole was but twenty years of age when 
he committed this offense, and from state­ 
ments of respectable citizens, it appears he 
was led into the affair by an ex-convict, 
one Thomas Paul, alias George Wilson. 
Both offenders were arrested at the same 
time, and when brought forth fjr trial 
pleaded guilty and received the same sen­ 
tence. Tnis is manifestly uujust, as Cole 
was young and this was his first offense, 
and in my opinion a lighter senterce will 
subserve the ends of justice.” 
THE WEATHER. 
Signal Officer Barwick Tells of It H ere 
and Elsew here. 
The Signal Service reports at 5 o’clock 
last evening show a steadily falling barome­ 
ter, light southerly winds and rain being 
precipitated. The barometrical readings 
a: 5 a. m and 5 p. m. yesterday were 30.08 
and 30.06 inches, which indicates a steadily 
falling barometer. 
The temperature at 5 a. m. and 5 p. m 
was 40° and 42°, while the highest and 
lowest waj 44° and 40°. 
The highest and lowest temperainre one 
year ago yesterday was 52° and 41°, witb 
.08 of an inch of rainfall, and one year ago 
to-day 50° -and 41°, with .20 of an inch 
of rain. 
The precipitation yesterday up to 5 p. m. 
was .14 of an inch, with rain still falling. 
The barometer nt 5 o'clock iast evening 
was quite low in Washington and Oregon, 
and in fact the low barometer extended 
along the coast as far south as Eureka, 
where that instrument read 29 94 inches, 
as against 30 06 inches at San Francisco and 
Sacramento. 
Duriog the twelve hour3 ending at 5 
o'clock last evening there was precipitated 
the following rainfall: Oiymr.ia 12 of an 
inch, Walia Waiia .82, Spokane Falls .02, 
Portland .28, Eureka .76. Red Binff .82 and 
Sacramento .14 of an inch. 
The direction of ths wind and state of 
the weather at 5 o’clock yesterday was as 
follows for tho places named: Olympia, 
south and cloudy; Walla Walla, southwest 
and clondy; Spokane Falls, northeast and 
cloudy; Portland, south and cloudy; Rese- 
burg, southwest and cloudy; Eureka, south­ 
west aud raining; Red Biuff. north and 
raining, and Sacramento, ea9t and raining. 
HARD TO CLIMB. 
A Crosswalk Incline Causes a Painful 
A ccident Last Evening. 
The smooth plank inclines that connect 
the cross-walks of our streets with the 
sidewalks have long been the wonder—if 
not the admiration—of strangers visiting 
this city. Since the time some incompe­ 
tent official in charge of the street depart- 
m eat introduced them, hundreds of per­ 
sons have had their pride, as well as their 
breath knocked out of them by coming 
into contact with the gutter, anil many a 
lady has mourned the destruction of a 
fine dress by being compelled to sit down 
suddenly and unceremoniously on the 
muddy planks. 
About the only sure protection against 
accident in rainy weather, when these in­ 
clines are ss smooth as ice, is for pedestri­ 
ans to wear spiked shoes. Thus equipped, 
the ascent can be made with tolerable 
safety. W hy this system has been handed 
down from one adm inistratiou to another, 
and maintained in all its primitive glory, 
is one of those things that no fellow can 
find oat. 
The latest recorded victim of the plauk 
incline is Joseph Smith, a young lad who 
came to thia part of the world as a groom 
in tbe employ of Mrs. Langtry. He made 
a rash attempt last evening to climb one 61 
the elevations referred to at the corner of 
Second and K streets, and the result was 
that his feet went from under him and he 
went down—down harder than McGinty 
descended into the coal-hoie. He struck 
bis Ehoulder on the edge of the foot-bridge 
that spanned the roaring gutter and broke 
it—his shoulder, of coarse. 
A friend assisted him to the Receiving 
Hospital, where the City Physician soon 
arrived and reset the fractured bone, which 
was snapped off at tbe junction of the col­ 
lar-bone with the top of the shoulder. 
The injury, though painful, will not 
prove serious. The young man was to go 
to work to-day at the Rancho del Paso, 
but this accident will lay him np for a 
while.

AMUSEMENTS. 
A small audience, but one of the most 
enthusiastic and enraptured that ever 
assembled at a musical entertainment, 
listened to Vladimir de Pachmann, the 
Russian pianist, at the Metropolitan Theater 
last night. The night wa3cold. the theater 
gloomy and chilly, the auditorium thinly 
peopled; but in’ five minutes after Pach- 
mann began to play, the audience forgot 
all discomforts and for an hoar and a half 
revelled in ruu-ic with the artist, who gave 
only selections from 
Chopin. Pach- 
tnann is a wonderiul musician. 
He 
is one of the very few who make 
their auditors full partners in the emotions 
awakened in them by the theme, by what 
s me have termed his "mannerisms.” No 
matter, they are charming. Why should 
not the piauo virtuoso manifest what he 
feels by facial expression, by physical.em­ 
phasis, or by visible tribute to the com­ 
poser he interprets? 
Pacbmanu nods 
gently and smiles softly when a passage he 
loves ardently is reached. When some­ 
thing especially beautiful is given by his 
art, his face, nearly always turned to the 
audience aud seldom to the key-bcard. 
glows with emotion. It is at times a smile 
of joy ; again a rapturous expression ; again 
a devotional light that irradiales bis coun­ 
tenance. Now he turns to the hearers with 
an appeal in every feature, in every move­ 
ment, in the very attitude of his body, as 
if to say,“Hear the Master Chopin,” “Listen 
io this ecstatic passage frcm the great com­ 
poser." Again, in a delirium of delight, 
i a -hmann w.ll wave his hands before his 
face, as if to eav. “It surpasses my powers 
of expression—it is divine.” Call these! 
mannerisms or antics, but they are not j 
affectation; they are not inappropriate; . 
they do not obtrude Pacbmann's personal- j 
ity—they are tributes to Chopin, the most j 
versatile of composers. Pachmann is un- i 
questionably one of the few great artists; ! 
probably a monomaniac on music, but an j 
artist lull of surprises and delights in his I 
methods. To have heard him is an event 
in the life of the lover of music not to be 
forgotten and always to be recalled with 
exqui3ite pleasure. For be ha3, as no one 
we remember to have heard has, the art, 
the magnetism that enables him to im­ 
press his work upon the hearer's memory 
indelibly. He has tbe delicacy that is in- 
discribable. the vigor that only masculinity 
can manifest. He interprets the many 
moods of Chopin’s capricious, introverted, 
poetic nature with deepest feeliEg and with 
exquisite taste; with impassioned ardor, 
with the refinement that cun be acquired 
only by the inspired artist. Wuether 
Pachmann is always true, whether he has 
not faults of reading or execution; whether 
be dce3 not violate conventional rules, 
we are not prepared to say. For 
his hearers were soabsorbed by the'melodic 
trance into which he threw them, that they 
only knew of effects; they were indeed 
filled and almost surfeited with the poetry 
of music. Pacbmanu is sympathetic and 
strong ; ¡he is all feeling, and marvelons in 
execution; he is the prophet of the im ­ 
agination, and he realizes the most fan­ 
ciful ideus toe music lover can conjure up. 
Chopin's compositions, in which all things 
in music are found, are played more or less 
by all who essay to manipulate the key­ 
board, but iast night a lew people heard 
them in an unsurpassed style, given with 
unequalcd feeling, interpreted by a being 
whose whole soul appeared to be poured 
out in music. It was not acting ; the man 
felt all he manifested. No auditor doubted 
for an instant tbat the player was in ecsta- 
cics. He filled evciy individual heart in 
the audience with the motif that «tlrred bis 
own ; he conquered instrumental difficul­ 
ties with such ease that one forgot they 
were difficulties. It was all poetic delicacy 
and virile force; profound sensibility anil 
deep emotiun ; it was accomplishment by 
wonderfully sensitive musical instinct. 
Probably Pachmann has faults of style, 
and is open to cold criticism for unconven­ 
tional methods, but his auditors were ob­ 
livious to ail but his masterly power to 
please. They applauded him again and 
again and still again. They seemed not to 
tire of expressing their pleasure—indeed, 
since Sacramento audiences have the repu­ 
tation of being cold, they broke the record, 
to descend to commonplace—and became 
more than enthusiastic, and Pachmann 
felt it, and delighted in it, and at one time 
in i s midst be waved his hands back and 
forth over his head and cried out as they 
applauded his playing of tbe mazourka of 
oti.59, “Tüut is right! It is zee greatest, 
zee best of ail zee mszoarkaa I”

A ROCKLIN MAN'S ROUGH EXPERIENCE 
IN A DIVE.

A man named James West lies at the 
Receiving Hospital with two or three 
broken ribs and various braises about the 
head and face. He was brought in last 
evening bv officer Simmons, who found 
him lying in the gutter on the sonth side 
of K street, near Lindley & Co.’s Btore, 
where he had just been thrown by a gang 
of toughs. 
The man was in a helpless condition 
from the beating he had received, aud it 
was not known for several hours afterward 
that he was seriously injured, when the 
discovery was made that several of his ribs 
were broksn.

5AM F R A N C IS C O M A R K E T . 


P e o p le o f th e N o rth w e st T e rrito rie s B e ­ 
c o m in g D issatisfied . 
Ottawa (Ont.), December 18th.—Lieutenant- 
Governor John Royal of the Northwest Territo­ 
ries has arrived here to confer w ith the Domin­ 
ion Governm ent regarding serious State affairs, 
w hich threaten to throw the Territories once 
m ore into a state of insurrection. This tim e it 
is not the half-breeds nor Indians who threaten 
rebellion, but the w hite population, which is 
protesting against the arrogant m anner in 
w hich Lieutenant-Governor Royal is adm inis­ 
terin g the public affairs of the country. 
The Legislative Assembly has refused to]vote 
th e Governor and his Council money to carrv 
on the affairs of the Territories, owing to which 
there is now a deadlock. The revenue to meet 
th e cost of adm inistering the Government is de­ 
rived from two sources—subsidies from the 
Dominion Governm ent and direct taxation. 
The disposition of the money received from the 
Dominion Governm ent rests entirely w ith the 
Lieutenant-Governor, w hile the revenue de­ 
rived from the resources of the Territories are 
voted away in th e usual m anner by the Legis­ 
lative Assembly. 
There Is a clause in the Northwest Act which 
provides th at all unappropriated funds from 
every source shall be expended by the Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor, and as the Assembly refuses to 
m ake any appropriation or dispose of the funds 
th e Governor is at liberty to dispose of them as 
he sets fit. The people of the Territories have 
petitioned the Dominion authorities here for a 
reiponsibie Government, and threaten to take 
the law into their own hands if their grievances 
are not redressed. 
L ieutenant Governor Royal had a long con­ 
versation w ith the Government yesterday, hav­ 
ing been sum m oned to Ottawa to explain the 
course of action he is following and which is 
the most likely m eans th at can be taken to 
avert the threatened crisis. 


TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


S e v e ra l P e rso n s L o se T h e ir L iv es in u 
R a ilro a d W re c k . 
Quebec, December 18th.—The express train 
from Halifax on the Intercolonial road, due at 
De Levis at 11:40 to-day, m et with a frightful 
accident about three m iles from its destination. 
The scene of the wreck was the em bankm ent at 
St. Joseph. The train was running at a high 
rate of speed, and after passing St. Joseph sta­ 
tion the second class car appears to have jum ped 
the track on a curve, dragged the first class car 
and sleeper with it, and also derailed the 
m ail car and baggage car ahead of it. Three 
passenger cars ran diagonally along the em bank­ 
m ent for 200 yards, the second-class striking the 
western abutm ent of the bridge. It was in this 
car that the sacrifice of life occurred. The front 
of the car was sm ashed to atoms against the 
solid stone abutm ent. Three cars were turned 
over, the first-class car being badly shattered. 
The sleeper was not so badlv sm ashed as the 
other cars. The, engine, still draw ing the bag­ 
gage and m all cars, passed over the bridge. 
After passing the bridge the m ail car went down 
over the em bankm ent, having turned com­ 
pletely over in its descent. The engine and de­ 
railed baggage car continued on, passing over 
th e second road bridge safely, and were brought 
to a standstill a few hundred yards further on. 
As soon as the news of the disaster reached 
this city a num ber of m edical m en crossed the 
river and went down on a special train to the 
scene of the disaster and rendered effieient aid 
To the wounded passengers. 
T he dead are five ?d num ber. Their nam es 
are : Dionne. Gauvln, Blais. Leclair arid Win­ 
ner. The latter was news agent on board the 
tram . 
Conductor W alker was badlv hurt, and very 
few ot the passengers escaped w ithout more or 
less injury. One has both legs broken, another 
a lracture of the skull and all cut and bruised, 
but it is impossible at this m om ent to get a re­ 
liable list of names. 
At a late hour to-night the work of clearing 
away the the debris oi the intercolonial ex- 
press-traln wreck was not completed. 
One 
m ore body was taken ont—th at of an unknow n 
Jewish peddler. This m akes six dead, and it is 
believed two or three more bodies will be found 
w hen the wreckage is all cleared. 
Not less than inrty people were injured. Of 
these Mr., Mrs and M us Fuller of Halifax, John 
Cote oi St. Gervais, Thomas Foby of Halifax, 
M ichael Lebet, brakem an Beaucleu, Everest 
Coyett, John Simpson of Montreal, Mrs. Beau- 
cbem ln, E. J. Farrold, Abbe M igneault, and a 
priest from Sandy Bay will probably die. 
The rem ainder of the iiju red are suffering 
from broken limbs, severe scalp wounds and 
contusions. 
The Incoming trains brought to the scene of 
the disaster hundreds of relatives of the killed 
and wounded, and the excitem ent was intense.
